In three years' time, nine govern 


ment agencies which have served as 
shock troops to turn the tide of depres- 
sion have completely altered the social 
and economic picture in Hempstead 
county and have brought recovery .'out 
of ruin, according to James J. Harrison, 
State Director of the National Emer- 
gency Council, co-ordinator of the ac- 
tivities of all federal agencies.

Asphyxia results from lack of oxy- 


gen, which a human body must have if 
it is to live. When we breathe, we 
trice in oxygen. When we cannot 
breathe because of any of the condi- 
tion^ that have been mentioned, we 
suffer promptly from oxygen want. 
The blood circulates constantly, pick- 
ing up oxygen in the lungs and carry- 
, 3tHg it to other parts of .the body. 
uThe stimulus to breathing comes 
from the carbon dioxide that'is deyel- 


N oped V the body as a result of the ac- 
tion of the tissues on oxygen. Ordin- 
ary breathing, therefore, requires sev- 
eral definite steps. 
"" 1?irst, air must find its way unob- 
structed from the riibutH and np;se to 
the lungs. The chest must have mus- 
cles of sufficient strength and activity 
to move the wall of the chest and 
change its size. 
* The lungs must be sufficiently heal- 
,thy to provide cells in which the blood

in a healthy condtttonf to control trie 


rate and depth of breathing. Enough 
carbon dioxide must be developed to 
stimulate the breathing center to act. 


The heart must be strong enough to 


push the blood through the lungs end 
to the ends of' the body. The blood it- 
self must have a sufficient amount of 
red cells and red coloring matter in 
the cells to transport the oxygen. 


In about 50 per cent of all deaths 


that occur from suffocation or asphyxi- 
ation, the victims are babies at birth. 
From one to four of every 100 babies 
that are born die in this way. These 
babies can .be .saved by edaquate equip- 
ment in hospitals and knowledge of 
what to do when trie time comes.

Ruined Toy Is Object Lesson 


One day I bought little Lowrie a 


bunch of small trucks. You know, 
mother, the kind with small detachable 
rubber tires about the size'of a nickel. 


In about an hour he came running 


in to tell me that I'd have to buy him 
some more. "Where are the ones you 
bave?'' "They haven't any tires left." 
"What happened?" "I took them off 
ind now they're lost."

Yet the toy that is set up on the 


radio io be looked at may as well be 
bgck in the store. I have often groyled 
at the makers of those pesky little cars 
for not sticking the tires on tight, but 


;in my heart I know teat tney are far 
more valuable in teaching the child 
not to monkey with them. Perhaps 
that is why they are that way. Our 
toy-makers are getting most canny. 
They are far smarter than we parents. 


Destructiveness Is Natural 


I am going right on with those little 


trucks. They make a good subject to 
illustrate several things. The rest of 
the body is in one piece. Only a heel 
or a hammer can smash it. But sup- 
pose the top was removable or the hood 
came off, with intent. Then it would 
become a "technical toy" or "construc- 
tive" one. The child would learn to 
take it apart and put it together again. 
Some are made that way; and there 
are sets that can be built into almost 
anything. 


Put one of the simple kind beside one 


of the latter. The child knows he is 
allowed to "demolish" the second, but 
not the first. One can be restored, the 
other not. What will he do? I mean 
the untrained child following his nat- 
ural bent. He won't b? interested in 
the mechanical one after awhile, and 
will get the other apart if he can, just 
as he would a watch. Destructiveness 
is natural in nearly ^11 children. 


Saved From Consequences 


My little lesson is this. We can go 


too far in giving children only those 
things they can't hurt. Along with 
them we should place things that teach 
care. 1 believe the old bisque dolls 
taught responsibility a bit more than 
the unbreakable dolls of today. 


We are surrounding the child with 


too few of the things that teach the 
price of carelessness. We put away 
lamps (and we should, valuable ones), 
take up spoilable rugs, use unbreak- 
able dishes and have as many fool 
proof gadgets about as money will buy. 
And while I acknowledge the wisdom 
of such a course as an economy meas- 
ure, and also as a boon to the lively 
kids who cannot be tied up in a bag, 
yet I am shure we can go too far. 


As he grows, and is capable of more 


caution, every child needs to know 
that things are hard to get and must 
be guarded. I saw a young fellow one 
day set a handsome new suit case in 
the mud. I thought, "He has been 
brought up either on unbreakable 
things, or his destroyed belongings 
have always been replaced." 


There is always a happy medium. 


Oh, dear, what a problem it is.
